transactions in Van Cott's office, the 
sale of promotions and appointments, 
the placing of unnecessary supplies 
from which the department "grafters" 
or others obtained enormous profits, 
and the postmaster finds himself in 
a position where it is necessary tor 
him to explain that he knew nothing 
at all about any of these matters. 


The general belief here is that Van 


Cott knew very little, but the im- 
pression also prevails that he was 
easy going and allowed subordinates, 
both of his own and of the postoffice 
department to control matters about 
as they desired. Beavers, the former 
chief of the salaries and allowances 
division, and Machen, the 
indicted 


superintendent of the free delivery 
service, were strong in every big post- 
office in the United States, but no- 
where quite so strong as in the New 
York office. 
So far as known there 


are no direct charges against 
Van 


Cott.

Cambridge, O., June 22.—Seneca- 


ville is gradually recovering from its 
awful1 calamity of Saturday when the 
new Sommers mine was annihilated 
by lightning. 


Over 10,000 persons 
visited 
the 


scene of the explosion yesterday and 
scoured the country for half a mile 
for pieces of the metal siding of the 
powder house, but no trace ' of it 
could be found. The spot where the 
building stood was marked 
by a 


large hole in the ground, the explo- 
sion having displaced 
thirty cubic 


yards of earth. The Building in which 
the men were sheltered was covered 
with steel sheeting, ^ which was torn 
off and the roof blown off. It was lo- 
cated about 150 feet from the maga- 
zine. 


The boiler rooms were 
250 feet 


away and the tiling walls were blown 
down and the boiler doors broken. A. 
double eight-horse power engine was 
sitting beside the magazine when the 
explosion 
occurred 
The. 
engine 


welghea l,00(F pounds, and th« only 
piece found was a portion of the cyl- 
inder, weighing about 
160 pounds, 


which was on the summit of a hill 
over 400 yards from the scene of the 
explosion, having passed through the 
air at enough oltitude to have passed 
over the tops of very 
high 
forest 


trees. 


Even roots of large walnut 
trees 


near the magazine were 
blown out 


and no trace of them can be found. 
"Windows all over Senecaville 
were 


blown in and 
the Millhone home, 


about 400 yards from the explosion, 
is a wreck. 
A piece 
of flying iron 


passed through both walls _ of this 
building. All the windows were brok- 
en, the roof blown off and the south 
wall is two inches out of line. 
The 


strangest feature of all was the fact 
that two men, who were in the black- 
smith shop escaped, without a scratch 
and the throttle of the?engine was 
pulled out the whistle continued to 
blow, arousing the people for a great 
distance. 


The electrical storm ,came up In the 


afternoon and the men in the shaft, 
which was down 175 feet, were called 
out to take refuge in the blacksmith 
shop, and unwillingly led to their 
death. 


One survivor who was hauled up 


from the shaft said he 
came 
out 


trembling, fearing the fearful display 
of electricity on the steel rope used 
to hoist the bucket from the shaft. 
He felt safe when in the blacksmith 
shop, and was hardly 
comfortably 


seated when the fearful explosionr oc- 
curred, and men at his 
side were

out leaving his vehicle or horse, and 
yet not whore it will obstruct public 
travel. 


The carrier is not required to col- 


lect mail from the boxes, but there 
is no objection to his doing so if it 
does not interfere with his making

Army of 950,000 Rats Boarded Trans- 


port at Hongkong.

When the United States military 


transport Sherman arrived at Manila 
recently she was, as is the case of 
most other ships that arrive from or 
touch at Hongkong on the way to 
Manila detained for inspection to see 
if she had any rats on board When 
the big transport dropped anchor in 
Manila Bay therefore the official rat 
inspector went on board to see what 
was doing in the way of rodents. If 
the Manila American is 
to be be- 


lieved, in less than fifteen minutes 
he hurriedly left the ship, and 
ashore, reported that there were on 
board the Sherman, according to the 
patent rat enumerator in use at Ma- 
nila, no fewer than 950,000 rats. 


The Sherman was immeiately or- 


dered to the 
quarantine station at 


Mariveles, as no ship on which the 
disease-carrying rodents are found is 
allowed to dock at Manila until they 
are exterminated. 
Accordingly 


Sherman steamed back to Mariveles. 
When she arrived there her hatches 
had been opened and enough sulphur 
carried below to kill millions of ra|s. 
As soon as the anchor was dropped 
the sulphur fires were started in the 
hold, and in a few minutes the work 
ot the sulphur became apparent. 


Out cif the hatches there poured 


such a stream of rats as was never 
before seen in the Orient. First by 
thf hundreds, and then by the thous- 
ands, they appeared at the hatches, 
and then leaped into th«- wat«r.

Weller is one of the most peculiar 


He IB but 
a .little over thirty years old, but he 
has already won and losi several for- 
tunes.' Weller created a sensation at 
Hot Springs, Ark., last spring. He 
became a partner in the Southern 
club with Joe Ullman and a man 
named Dugan The speed ol Weller 
was too much for the Hot Springs 
people and they soon separated. 


With Dan A. Smart, Frank Dale, 


Ullman and Dugan, Weller 
started 


what was known as tne "Big Store 
Book." It was fashioned after those 
operated at Gravesend, Brighton anS 
Morris Park. 
Starting with $100,000 


they gradually increased it until it 
was double and then 
treble 
that 


amount 
It was 
conducted 
on a 


conservative scale for a while, and 
then Weller began to plunge. 
He 


made all of the books at top prices, 
tpok big odds, and it frequently hap- 
pened that his bank was all in before 
all of the races were over. 


Weller's associates took a hand and 


laid down a rule that $3,000 was to 
be the limit on a race and that the 
total operations for a single day were 
in no circumstances to exceed $18- 
000. 
Weller at the track that after- 


noon laid a bet—it was tne first race 
—of $37,000 and lost the money to 
Charley Ellison and Harry Hynds, of 
Cheyenne. His total operations for 
the day amounted to $75,000, all of 
which he lost. The partners then de- 
cided to close the book, and cut Wel- 
ler. 


However, he is known to have made 


a million at Hot Springs sessions. 
While no figures are obtainable as to 
what his interest in the book was, he

$8,100.

by the box. 


Asked to tell something about him- 


self, Weller said: 


"I was born not far from Berlin.

of Servia's future ruler, which

regards as a very disagreeable neigh 
bor. It is not impossible that Servia 
may yet share the fate of Hungary 
and Poland. Here were two nations 
with an unbroken 
dynasty of more 


than a thousand years. They were 
thoroughly organized and brave; the 
ruling 
powers were represented by 


the aristocracy and nobility in both 
Hungary and Poland, and all below 
them were little better than slaves. 


Both Hungary and Poland were 


national nuisances, always fighting 
among themselves when they could 
find no enemy on the outside. Aus- 
tria and Russ?'', got tired of this con- 
tinued turmoil and at last swooped 
down upon them and cut them 
to 


pieces, Austria taking Hungary entire 
and a portion of Poland along her 
national lines, and Russia took what 
remained of the rebellious territory.

When last heard from he was pack- 
ing his gripsack for either St. Peters- 
burg or Moscow intending to call on 
the Russian czar and see if the great 
bear will support his claims to the 
Servian crown. One thing is terribly 
certain, that no outside influence will 
be called upon to interfere in Servian 
affairs. 
It is believed that the Ser- 


vians will be left severely alone, and 
the verdict in their case will be like 
that of the Kilkenny cats, which de- 
voured each other up, all but the tips 
of theirv tails.
